THE KEVIEW has gone into the business o 
begging In behalf of Cleveland, touching 
his position on the tariff and asks tha 
Clereland be allowed to speak for himself 
Now this is somewhat more adroit than 
honest 
There is no begging in behalf o 


Cleveland's position. It is the position tha 
THE REVIEW is proud of. It is the position 
that nine out of ten prominent republican 
were in favor of when they were bouts 
stud«nts of th^frcience of political economy 
and before they became professional poli 
tlcians, with only an aim to Dlind the voters 
mnd appeal to their prej udices. Cleveland's 
position to-day, and in his message is not as 
radical as the one laid down by almos 
every eminent writer on thesubject of trade 
Neither does it propose as violent changes 
M are advocated by some prominent repub- 
lican editors now, who wiil throw their 
honest convictions to the winds In 1892, and 
support the most plutocratic platform tha' 
the attorney of Vanderbilt and the traveling 
companion of Carnegie may be able to sug- 
gest 
There is no begging for the honest 


position of Cleveland, but there is a demand 
that bis position be stated honestly. 
And 


it may be stated in passing that this demand 
has not yet received any substantial recog- 
nition. 


The question was, whether or not Cleve- 


land announced himself a free trader in his 
famous message. The message answered 
the question directly in point, and in direct 
and unmistakable terms. We insisted that 
Cleveland answered the question and asked 
The Despatch to give that answer space in 
its editorial columns, and thereby lend them

Despatch, we are not asking you to tell us 
what Cleveland had to say about not being

Hie Sleep Murderer and Uluuil Sucker to 


lie Wiped Out by Careful Culture of 
Hi* Natural Foca—Rival Claims of the 
Dragon Fly and tlio Spider. 


Of late the attention of scientists has been 


turned to tho mosquito. Undoubtedly the 
mosquito has invaded the sacred presence of 
the scientist aud has exasperated him very 
much, as he does the common place person 
who knows nothing of science in any of its 
manifold manifestations. At any rate, an 
eastern scientist announces that the mosquito 
is found in every part of the habitablo globe 
where there are swamps and stagnant water. 
It would be exact to say that the mosquito 
finds the human being in every clime, and 
that the average human being, scientists ex- 
cepted, has never been known to hunt the 
mosquito as a diversion. True, ho has nearly 
knocked himself senseless by striking that 
port of his anatomy where he imagined the 
mosquito has ordered his repast, but has been 
fllled with rage when he heard the buzz of 
the creature in a note which proved that all 
was serenity with him. 


NOT A "HIM," BUT A "SHE." 


The mosquito hasbeen referred to as "him." 


If the scientist knows what he ib talking about 
the mosquito which keeps people owaUe with 
its dismal treble always in a minor key, which 
is a terror not so much because it depletes the 
life current in our veius as for tho fiendish 
method of doing it, is "she"—-the female of 
thfe species. He (the scientist) tells us that 
tho male mosquito is an innocent who, if he 
leads an aimless life, albo leads a homeless 
one. How he subsists, how he spends his 
time while his sleepless and voracious spouse 
is making the existence of both man and beast 
a burden to them, the scientist or naturalist 
who makes this assertion does not deign to 
explain.

with various kinds of fevers. If this state- 
ment of the scientist is correct, then the mos- 
quito is a more disreputable wretch than at 
flrut appears, being no better than the savage 
who saves the life of his unfortunate prisoner 
in battle that he may torture him to death at 
hi£ leisure, since she preserves a human being 
from the possibility of fever only to reserve 
him for unspeakable torture with her (?) pois- 
onous lances and exasperating music. The sci- 
entists who are seeking the life of the mos- 
quito to the limit of extinction abandon the 
drainage aud filling theory, and seek other 
agencies for exterminating the pest. 


A HUNT FOR ENEMIES. 


Accordingly they have been canvassing the 


intect department of creation to find the 
natural destroyer of the mosquito. One of 
them, Dr. Lamborn, claims to have found hur. 
in the dragon fly, more generally known as 
the "devil's darning needle," and, in some lo- 
calities, as the "snake feeder." This long 
bodied, iv ide winged, rakish insect, with his 
basso buzz, has achieved a bad reputation or 
rather he has bad u bad reputation ttorusi 
upon him. His appearance In a school room 
through the open window has turned fifty 
well grown boys and girla, with their teacher, 
frantic, and yet the scientist bos learned that 
the dragon fly never injured a human being, 
never piloted a snake to a repast, much less 
allowed himself to be used in repairing the 
rents in the hose of his Satanic majesty. The 
clever Dr. Lamborn has discovered that the 
dragon fly spends his days in eating insects, 
and that of all insects, he prefers the mos- 
quito, and having made this discovery he 
has offered a prize for the best essay on the 
propagation of the dragon fly, based upon ex- 
perience. This essay requires the naming of 
the most voracious species of tho insect, which 
is hereafter to be known by tbe name of the 
"mosquito hawk." 


If this particular scientist is upon the right 


track, if the devil's darning needle is in fact 
the mosquito hawk, if he can be multiplied 
as the bauds of the sea by persistent and in- 
telligent breeding, and his appetite for the 
mosquito is not destroyed by human manipu- 
lation, there ia hope of deliverance at summer 
resorte from the deadly incursions of myriads 
of mosquitos. Then every unhappy resident 
in a mosquito ravaged locality can keep his 
own colony of mosquito hawks, or, better, 
the breeder and dealer ean sell them from 
house to house, as he does alleged spring chick- 
ens and such. The owner of a house will pur- 
chase a score, while the occupant of 'a, single 
room will make a modest purchase of two to 
protect bun from the death soup; of the mos- 
quito. And more, a new industry will be es- 
tablished giving employment to scores and 
perhaps hundreds of men and womeu. 


LAST BUT NOT LEAST. 


Another scientist has discovered another 


destroyer of the mosquito. So far as has 
been ascertained this destroyer bears him no 
personal enmity. It is not a conflict of races, 
except that one regards the other as a deli- 
cacy of the season as afood. Strange tosay, 
this mosquito destroyer is eveu more posi- 
tively repulsive, and more feared by humans 
than is the dragon fly. It is the spider, w ho, 
if this naturalist knows himself, or rather 
his subject, is not a vicious or poisonous in- 
sect. He does not believe that spiders bite 
human beings. On the contrary, he leads 
one to suspect that this industrious creature 
spins his webs with tha dual purpose of 
catching his-daily food and relieving man 
and Least of their tormentors. If Dr. Mc- 
Cook, who presents the spider theory in The 
North American Review, is ou the right 
track and he can bring people to his way of 
thinking, he has not only relieved the spider 
of the odium of generations, but ho will be 
the means of bringing the cobweb maker into 
popularity, and of making him subserve a 
useful purpose in that economy whose end ia

The dealer who bought it was so well 
pleased with it that he wrote to Mr. Park 
that he would take all the tobacco he could 
raise here and pay the highest market 
prices for it; that the quality was equal to 
if not better than that raised in the east. 
This year Mr. Park had out six acres,which 
produced 10,000 pounds. 
At the lowest 


market price for the product the gross in- 
come for each acre thus planted brings him 
about SI75.
